WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s request for 
three changes in the $3,529,200,000 
tax bjll were turned down today by 
the House Ways and Mean Com- 
mitee by “decisive majorities,” and 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, told the President he was 
“very greatly surprised” by his 
criticism of the measure. 


Roosevelt asked Congress to low- 
er income tax exemptions. impose 
stiffer excess profits levies on 
wealthy corporations and modify 
the requirement of joint returns 
from married persons as contained 
in the measure. 

Expressing belief that some way 
should be found to cut present in- 
come tax exemptions for single 
persons from $800 to $750 and for 
married persons from $2000 to 
$1500, the President -said “most 
Americans who are in the lowest 
income brackets are willing and 
proud to chip in directly” to the 
defense program “even if their in- 
dividual contributions are very 
small in terms of dollars.” 

Want to Help “With Eyes Open.” 

Addressing Doughton as “My 
Dear Bob,” Roosevelt said he was 
“convinced that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of our citizens want 
to contribute something directly 


= to our defense and that most of 


them would rather do it with 
their eyes open than to do it 
through a general sales tax or 
through a multiplication of what 
we have known as ‘nuisance 
taxes,’” 

In reference to the excess prof- 
its tax, Roosevelt said the levy 
approved by the committee was 


“clearly a discrimination” in favor

Silk Hose Limit 
Set by Stores 
In Buying Rush 


Closing of Mills 
Sends Throngs 
to Counters. 


A giant stocking run—with thou- 
sands of St. Louis women storm- 
ing hosiery counters in quest of 
silk stockings to hoard—devel- 
oped at downtown stores yester- 
day, following Friday’s order by 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment shutting down the nation’s 
luxury silk industry so that all 
available stores of the commodity 
might be utilized for defense pur- 
poses. 

The flood of customers vying 
frantically to attract the attention 
of harried salesgirls was accom- 
panied by a torrent. of telephone 
and mail orders for silk and nylon 
stockings. 

Store executives, swamped by 
the deluge of customers, reluctant- 
ly limited the »umber of pairs that 
might be sold to each purchaser. 
Two large department stores fixed 
their limit at six pairs, while a 
third allowed only three pairs to 
a customer. 

Smaller shops rationed their 
stock, too. No retail price in- 
creases were reported. 

The milling customers were quite 
frank in their distaste for the 
OPM order which is expected to 
make silk hose unavailable within 
a few months. “I don’t know how 
I'll manage,” was a comment fre- 
quently heard. 

A floorwalker at Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort-Barney said the lines at 


| the hosiery counters reminded him 


of “a run on a bank.” 

At Famous-Barr Co. women 
were standing two and three deep 
around the counters at the height 
of the afternoon’s ‘buying, while 
the hosiery buyer at Stix, Baer 
& Fuller said there had been 
nothing like it since the Christ- 
mas rush. At all stores women 
were waiting in line when the 
doors opened in the morning. 

Sales of silk stockings had been 
brisk all last week, as a matter 
of fact, ever since the economic 
warfare with Japan began. Store

Roosevelt Going on Week’s Cruise 
Off the Coast of New England 


WASHINGTON, . Aug. 2 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt plans to leave 
here tomorrow for New London, 
Conn., where he will board the 


presidential yacht Potomac for a 
vacation of a week in New Eng- 
land waters. 

In announcing the President's 
plans today, Stephen Early, White 
House press secretary, said the 
cruise would be on a day-to-day 
basis and that a train would be 
standing by to bring the President 
to Washington if the international 
situation made it necessary. 

Secrecy will: govern the move- 
ments of the yacht and only im- 
rtant Government dispatches wil) 
be sent to it. 

Newspaper “en will not be per- 
mitted to accompany the presiden- 
tial party after it leaves the New 
London submarine base. In the 
past they have gone along on an 
escort ship. 

“From the time the President 
boardr the Potomac until he re- 
turns *- shore,” Early said, “the 


movement of the ship will be a

confidential -naval -operation and 
it is particularly requested that the 
press, radio and other media .of 
dissemination of information . so 
consider the movements of the 
Potomac.” 


Early said he had sent out no- 
tices to all Government depart- 
ments and agencies that during the 
cruise all communications to the 
President “must pass through the 
White House and be on a strict 
must basis, eliminating all rou- 
tine.” 

Accompanying Roosevelt will be 
Rear Admiral Ross T. McIntire, 
his physician, Maj. Gen.’ Edwin 
M. Watson, secretary and military 
aid, and Capt. John R. Beardall, 
naval aid. 

Capt. Beardall has been request- 
ed to send a daily dispatch to the 
Navy Department covering the 
presidential activities during the 
trip. These dispatches will be re- 
leased to the press. 

The President worked last night 
and today in an effeort to clean up 
all paper work preparatory to his 
departure,

St. Louisans Stocking Up on Silk Stockings 
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10 PET. OF RAYON 
QUIPUT SET ASIDE 
FOR USERS OF SILK 


Purpose ‘to Avert Com- 
plete Dislocation of In- 
dustry’ Which Is Ordered 
to Stop Production. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).— 
Defense officials tonight set aside 
10 per cent of the nation’s rayon 
yarn production and supplies for 
allocation among silk users af- 
fected’ by the order to stop pro- 
duction at midnight. 

The nzwest step is intended, the 
Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply said in a state- 
ment, to “avert complete disloca- 
tion of the silk hosiery and civilian 
silk weaving industry.” 

The present order applies only 
to rayon yarn produced in August 
and September, and during that 
time a special advisory committee 
c’ OPACS will attempt to work 
out a long-range program based 
on increases in rayon production, 
consumer reaction to silk substi- 
tutes, and adjustment of present 
rayon customers to the new’ con- 
ditions. 

The committee will represent the 
rayon and hosiery industries, em- 
ployes, disiributors and consumers, 

Problem of 175,000 Workers. 

The Office of Production Man- 
agement issued the stop-order on 
silk processing last night, and 
raised immediately the problem o 
what to do with a $250,000,000 if- 
dustry and its 175,000 employes. 
One of the first steps taken was 
an order by Paul V. McNutt, Fed- 
eral Security Administrator, to re- 
gional labor-supply officers to reg- 
ister idle silk workers for eventual 
transfer to other jobs, principally 
in defense industries, 

OPACS said that its conferences

OMEN may take some 
W comtort ‘in the present 

curtailment of silk stock- 
ing manufacture from the an- 
nouncement today by the De- 
partment of Agriculture that it 
is ready to show industry how 
to make 150 styles of hosiery 
from cotton. 

Representative Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, who initiated 
the department’s three-year re- 
search on the subject, gave a 
demonstration of the new pro- 
duct in his office’at which rep- 
resentatives of the department 
disclosed that 85 per cent of the 
country’s hosiery machines 
could be adapted to the new 
method of manufacture. 

The styles developed by the 
department's Bureau of Home 
Economics and tested in its 
laboratory at Beltsville, Md., 
range from cobweb mesh to 
service weights suitable for 
sports or garden wear. 

Experts said there probably 
would be little difference in the 
cost of the new product from 
that of silk hosiery but it 
would be more serviceable and 
would not run or snag nearly 
so much,

Only a Spark Needed, He 

~ Says—Japan Redoubles 
Efforts. to Be Self Suffi- 
cient Following U. S. Oil 
Embargo. 


TOKYO, Aug, 2 (AP).—The Jap- 
anese Government, telling its peo- 
ple that the international situation 
has grown explosive, further 
stepped up its war-geared domestic 
economy today to make the na- 
tion economicallv' self-sufficient 
and independent of American sup- 
plies. 

The authoritative news agency 
Domei said Japanese aviation could 
dispense with the United States 
supply of lubricants, adding that 


“vegetable oils now have success- 
fully been processed as aviation 
oils and 90 per cent of used oils 
are being reclaimed.” 

U. 8S. Embargo. 

“The American embargo on mo- 
tor fuels and aviation oils does not 
mention Japan,” said Domei, “but 
it is competently pointed out that 
it is directed against Japan.” 

(President Roosevelt Friday acted 
to embargo aviation fuel and dras- 
tically reduce other oil exports 
which, have supplied Japan with 
more than two-thirds of the gaso- 
line and lubricants it needs.) 

Japan’s Minister of Commerce 
and Industry, Vice-Admiral Seizo 
Sakonji, indicated the Govern- 
ment’s concern in telling Japanese 
newspapers that “the current in- 
ternational situation is so tense 
that a single spark would be suf- 
ficient to cause an explosion.” 

“The economic situation con- 
fronting Japan,” he said, “demands 
an increase in industrial production 
for replenishment of national de- 
fense and to maintain our standard 
of living.” 

‘Boomerang for U. 8.’ 

Under the heading “Silken Coer- 
cion,” the Japan Times and Ad- 
vertiser declared, “New York is 
in an unroar about silk, This is 
a sequel to the United States or- 
der freezing Japanese assets and 
inciderftally stopping importation 
of silk from Japan. 

“The situation is so serious 
that American textile firms have 
arranged conferences with the Gov- 
ernment in an effort to meet the 
crisis. Thousands are likely to be 
thrown out of employment... An 
icy boomerang has returned to 
the hand of Uncle Sam.” 

Vernacular newspapers have 
been handling the Russian-Ger- 
man conflict impartially, especial- 
ly in the last few days.

ARGENTINA WARNS 
GERMANS, BRITTSn 
UN PROPAGANDA 


Bureaus to Be Closed Un- 
less Activities Are Toned 
Down, Two Countries 


Are Informed. 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 2 (AP). 
—Both the British and German 
Governments were requested by 
the Argentine Foreign Office to- 
day to tone down the activities 
of their propaganda bureaus in 
Argentina so that Argentina would 
not have to close them. 

The Foreign Ministry in notes 
to both governments declared that 
material published in Buenos 
Aires “more. or less” under the 
auspices of the British and Ger- 
man embassies and picked up by 
police in a campaign against anti- 
Argentine activities had been 
found to contain “statements in- 
jurious and offensive to one side 
or the other” in the European 
war. 

The notes added that these pub- 
lications thus “constitute propa- 
ganda which affects deeply the 
tranquility and order of this neu- 
tral country.” 

The notes pointed out the “con- 
venience of preventing interven- 
tion in the press offices (of the 
embassies) in the distribution of 
these publications,” thus hinting

Eastern Motorists Buy Gasoline 
Before Restrictions Go on Tonight 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Operators of 100,000 service sta- 
tions in Eastern states, preparing 
for the initial “blackout” of night 
time sale of gasoline at 7 p. m. 
tomorrow, were told today by 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes that 
they are “now on the battle line 
of democracy.” 

“The battle of the Atlantic is 
now being fought with oil,” Ickes 
declared, “and. will be won by oil. 
it has finally reached into Ameri- 
can garages and gasoline tanks.” 

Beginning tomorrow night, fill- 
ing stations will close from 7 p. m. 
to 7 a. m. in all or parts of 17 
Atlantic states to conserve sup- 
plies and counteract’ the effect of 
a shortage of tanker ships, and 
motorists hastened tonight to fill 
their tanks. ~ 

In many cases week-end motor- 
ists carried big cans along to use 
for reserve supplies in case their 
cars ran. dry during the dusk-to- 
dawn moratorium. 

In New York City, hundreds of 
taxicab drivers brightened when 
word came from John W. Frey, 
Director of Marketing in the Of- 
fice of the Petroleum Co-ordinator

in Washington, that gasoline could 
be sold to commercial vehicles, in- 
cluding taxicabs and trucks. 

The metropolitan area reported 
a quick increase in gasoline sales, 
and similar reports came from 
other seaboard areas. 

New Jersey planned to revoke 
licenses if stations did not comply 
with the Ickes recommendation, 
but designated 300 of the State’s 
12,000 stations for emergency serv- 
ice. In New York State a legisla- 
tive investigation of the closing 
was urged by an Assemblyman 
who asserted the State stood to 
lose $20,000,000 in tax revenue. 

In Queens, one of the boroughs 
of New York City, residents were 
advised to ignore he curfew by 
Borough President George U, Har- 
vey. He contended the plan would 
not conserve gasoline, would in- 
jure small busiv¢ss men and create 
unemployment.

RUSSIANS CLAIM 


SMASHING OF SI 
MORE DIVISIONS, 
3 AT SMOLENSK. 


Also Report Sinking De- 
stroyer and Transport in 
Baltic—Moscow Asserts 
Hitler Must Prepare for 
Long War. 


MOSCOW, Sunday, Aug. 3 (AP). 
—German planes in several waves 
attempted to raid Moscow during 
the night, an official announce- 
ment said, 

A few isolated planes were said 
to have succeeded in making their 
way to the city at high altitude. 
Anti-aircraft batteries and night 
fighters dispersed the rest without 
letting them reach Moscow, the an- 
nouncement said. 

Several small fires broke out fm 
dwellings, but military objectives 
suffered no damage, the Russians 
declared.

MOSCOW, (Sunday), Aug. 8 
{AP).—Red army counter-attacks 
in the Smolensk zone were official, 
ly declared today to have smashed 


two more German divisions, and 
a Soviet spokesman said that Nazi 
casualties now totaled more than 
1,500,000 men, 

Destructive blows at German 
tank columns inside Russian lines, 
sinking of a German destroyer 
and a transport and damaging of 
three other vessels in a Baltic 
Sea convoy were reported. 

Soviet troops, a communique 
said, engaged the invaders through- 
out Saturday in the directions of 
-Porkhov, Smolensk, Korosten and 
Byelaya Tserkov and on the Es- 
tonian front. Korosten is about 
60 miles north of Zhitomir, which 
long has been a center of Ukrain- 
ian fighting. Byelaya Tserkox is 
south of Kiev. 

“The six weeks of this gigantic 
encounter are only the beginning,” 
the Soviet spokesman said. 

He declared that the Germans 
had been forced to change their 
tactics and prepare for a long war 
since Nazi legions had “bogged 
down on the Eastern front.” 

Six Divisions Cut Up. 
With four Nazi divisions already 
declared to have been cut to pieces 
in a succession of trip-hammer 
counter blows, the army newspaper 
Red Star reported the destruction 
of two more—the Fifth and 253rd 
Divisions. 

Red Star said the 253rd was 
routed after a fierce four-day 
struggle near the city of “V”, in 
which the Germans left behind 
2250 dead, 53 artillery pieces, 47 
trucks, 19 motorcycles, 63 machine 
guns, many rifles, and documents. 
Novel absorbing tactics were de- 
scribed by the newspaper as ef- 
fective against German machines. 
It reported that one column of 300 
tanks was liquidated by a Russian 
infantry division, 

The dispatch said the tanks pen- 
etrated the Russian lines at break- 
neck speed, disregarding their own 
rear or Red toops around them, 
counting on the break-through to 
disrupt opposition. 

The Russian division organized 
a light defense screen which drew 
the attention of the tanks while

Workers at Ammunition 
and TNT Projects in 
Stoppage Over Overtime 
Pay Cut.

Refusal of AFL union members 
to report for week-end shifts at 
the small-arms ammunition plant 
because of a reduction in overtime 
pay rates virtually halted work on 
the project last night. 

Grading operations were being 
carried on by members of the 
truck drivers’ and hoisting en- 
gineers’ unions, but nearly all 
members of other unions were idle. 

Of 4200 men normally employed 
on the day shift, fewer than 1000 
worked yesterday. 

At the Weldon Spring TNT plant, 
only 600 of the 3000 workmen em- 
ployed on the day shift worked 
yesterday, and all operations, ex- 
cept for maintenance work, were 


suspended for the week end when 
the shift ended at 4 o’ealock. 


J. R. Marshall, personnel direc- 
tor for the Fruco Construction Co., 
which is building the $93,000,000 
small arms ammunition plant at 
Goodfellow boulevard and Bircher 
street, said the work stoppage was 
“just a misunderstanding that will 
be worked out in short order.” 
He predicted the men would be 
back at work tomorrow.

AKRON, O., Aug. 2 (AP) .—Police 
reported tonight that Edward Hud- 
son, a 47-year-old machinist, shot 
and killed his estrarn-ed wife and 
a bus employe as the woman was 
about to board a bus, injured five 
others and then seriously wounded 
himself as officers corncred him.

bullet. Another passenger on the 
bus was treated for shock and 
minor bruises, 15-year-old Lenora 
Sypulski of Vanderiff, Pa. 

As officers pieced together the 
story, it appeared that Hudson and 
his wife, with Mrs. Tonguette 
standing nearby, were waiting for 
the bus, about half a mile from 
downtown Akron. 

As his wife entered the bus, 
Hudson opened fire, killing her 
and Klink, who was about to re- 
lieve Stripe. The others were in- 
jured when they tried to over- 
power him. ~Hudson then fled in 
his automobile. 

Two patrolmen, who responded 
to a police radio call, pursued Hud- 
son as he left the scene, rammed 
his car and stopped it. As the 
officers closed in on him, they said 
he shouted: “I loved my wife and 
did not want to lose her,” then shot 
himself. He is in grave condition.

Managers of 12 
selected stores declared stocking 
erders had increased 200 to 6500 
per cent. 

Merchants estimated that if the 
pace continued the four-month re- 
serves normally maintained would 
be exhausted within 10 days to two 
weeks. The heavy buying had de- 
pleted most of the popular colors 
and sizes, with many shades com- 
pletely out of stock.

Accord Reached After CIO 
Union Member Is Rein- 
stated — Festus Shoe 
Strike Settled. 


More than 2000 production em- 
ployes are preparing to go back 
to work tomorrow in the Pitts- 


burgh Plate Glass Co. plant at 
Crystal Oity, Jefferson County, on 
an agreement that not only ended 
an eight-day protest walkout of 
CIO Glass Workers but, old resi- 
derits declared last night, offered 
far-reaching prospects of peace in 
a long-divided community. 

A company proposal was accept- 
ed yesterday, without a dissenting 
vote, in a union meeting that filled 
the 1200-seat Armory in the new 
City Hall at neighboring Festus. 


“A few hous earlier a strike that 


began July 16 at the Milius Shoe 
Co, Festus plant had been ended 


by a vote of about 4 to 1 of the/| 


AFL Boot and Shoe Workers to 
return to work tomorrow and con- 
tinue negotiating for a union shop. 
The union, designated bargaining 
agent for 700 Milius employes in a 
recent National Labor Relations 
Board election, claims that all 
now are members... 

Terms Not Disclosed. 

Neither the glass company nor 
the CIO men disclosed the terms 
of their settlement. It was under- 
stood, however, that they reached 
accord promptly on restoration of 
a union member, whose dismissal 
precipitated the walkout, but re- 
mained apart until yesterday on 
the definition of an existing Ccon- 
tract clause for continuation of 
“the present practice of co-operat- 
ing ... to the best. interest of 
both parties.” 

The contract, negotiated last 
Feb. 1 to cover production em- 
Ployes of Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
f._.ztories in five other cities, was 
applied to the Crystal City plant 
when the United States Supreme 
Court on April 28 upheld an NLRB 
ruling for the CIO union as sole 
bargaining agent. The vote to 
end the walkout indicated an ap- 
parent concession to the viewpoint 
that “present practice” might not 
cal) for co-operation while the 
employes were out.

5000 Claimants Lose Year- 
Long Action Over Land

CONROE, Tex., Aug. 2 (AP).—

German Guarantees. 

Studies similar to those in 
France have been sought for Bel- 
gium but reports from there are 
less complete, Apparently the food 
situation is, if anything, worse. 
Germany recently agreed through 
the Belgian Red Cross to a double 
guarantee: 

One, that no supplies sent to Bel- 
gium would find their way to the 
Reich. 

Two, and novel for the Germans, 
that no similar amount of Bel- 
gian materials would be siphoned 
off into the German economy. 

According to the suggestions 
made in this regard, an impartial 
committee would administer the 
setup. Most of the supplies would 
have to come from America. and 
pass the British blockade and 
whether any agreement can be 
reached on this is not yet known. 
American’‘and British authorities 
have shown little inclination to 
make such exceptions in the past. 


Fight Over Ukraine. 


Holland has suffered a steady 
decline in its living standards. Po- 
land has been the object of relief 
activities by the Hoover commis- 
sion and similar agencies almost 
since the invasion began and, had 
it been able, the Hoover commis- 
sion would have extended its work 
last spring to Norway. Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria all have 
been forced to tighten their belts 
this year. The French colonies 
are beginning to feel the pinch 
and the last big reservoir of food 
in Europe, the Ukraine, is now be- 
ping fought over by two powerful 
armies bent on mutual destruction 
and determined to prevent an 
ounce.of this material from fall- 
ing into the hands of the other. 
They apparently will be success- 
ful, 

Nazi authorities contend that the 
blockade offers no serious threat 
to the continent and that Europe 
can successfully feed itself. So far 
it has only paper proof. If self- 
sufficiency works at all it will re- 
quire a degree of organization and 
“rationalization” which will take 
years to establish and it must be 
accompanied by greatly decreased 
living standards for the entire 
area. 

In any event, there must be | an 
interim period the effects of which 
Europe is just now beginning to 
feel. Should the Germans fail in 
their announced autarchic pro 
gram, this period will be longer 
and more terrible. The world will 
not learn its actual toll in death 
and disease until accurate figures 
are available, years later. But that 
the dangerous situation does exist 
and that it will get worse before 
it gets better, the experts have no 
doubt.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. 
Y order ofthe President, more 
Bana more American war mate- 
rial is being earmarked for So- 
viet Russia, and will be shipped 
as fast as opportunity permits. 

The Russians have limited their 
immediate demands to American 
airplanes and machine tools. Most 
of the former have been going to 
Great Britain. It may be presumed 
that, if they now start winging 
their way across the Pacific, it is 
by direct arrangement with the 
American authorities and the full 
approval of London. 

The main reason is that official 
Washington is convinced, not only 
that Soviet resistance may consid- 
erably lighten the task of this 
country in ultimately beating Hit- 
ler, but that Soviet resistance to 
date has already virtually won for 
democracy another winter in which 
to prepare to meet the Nazis. 
Thanks to the stubborn Russian 
armies, American military authori- 
ties believe, Hitler has almost cer- 
tainly lost any opportunity. he 
might have had of launching an 
attack against Great Britain before 
the fogs again lie heavy over the 
North Sea. It is not certain that 
Hitler intended to attack Britain 
this year. It is even possible that 
he renounced the Battle of the 
Atlantic when he attacked Russia. 
But, if he counted on a quick vic- 
tory over Stalin, in order then to 
turn and launch the big offensive 
against the British Isles, he has 
almost certainly miscalculated, 
For, by Sept. 1, the earliest date 
when he could now hope to be 
clear of Russia, he will have lost 
such a great proportion of his air 
force and so thoroughly disorgan- 
ized his army that an immediate 
assault on Britain is practically 
excluded. 


Readjustment Slow. 


If an attack on Britain is rated 
almost impossible, the long-expect- 
ed offensive against the Suez Ca- 
nal both from the north by way of 
Iraq and Syria and from the west 
by way of Libya, is believed to have 
been postponed for some months. 
Apparently, it takes the Germans 
a long time to readjust both their 
armies and their minds to each 
new campaign. After each succes- 
sive effort, they have reorganized 
slowly and methodically. The cam- 
paign for the Suez Canal could 
normally open around the middle 
of September, when the heat di- 
minishes. But it is believed un- 
likely that Hitler will be able to

The effect of the German infla- 
tion through Reichskreditkasse- 
scheine, as the occupational marks 
are officially known, which have 


been printed on the spot by the 
German army’s movable two-truck 
mint, was to clean Greece of all 
vendable articles and reduce _ to 
one-fourth the purchasing power 
of the drachma. 

The suffering among salary-de- 
pendent and  cash-dependent 
Greeks has been great. Now the 
Italian inflation cames along, just 
as it did after the conquest of 
Albania. Although the Greek cup- 
board is bare, the Italians have 
demonstrated their hopes by print- 
ing money as high as_ 100,000- 
drachma notes. The top level of 
the German army’s inflation was 
the 5000-mark note, worth 250,000 
drachmas, or about the price of an 
automobile. 

The Italian money is printed and 
issued by the “Cassa Mediterranea 
di Credito per la Grecia.” In the 
fact that the money is issued in 
drachmas, not in lire, is seen proof 
that Italy assumes the state privi- 
lege of printing Greek currency, 
from which it is reasoned that 
Mussolini may be planning to draw 
Greece permanently within the 
empire. 

Greece’s newest brand of funny 
money is pale green, with a head 
of Mercury on one side and a head 
of wheat on the other, and it is 
printed both in Greek and Italian. 
The new currency gains little pop- 
ularity through the fact that both 
its two Greek inscriptions contain 
mistakes in spelling and grammar. 
The issuing bank itself translates 
its Own name wrongly as_ the 
“Mesogeion Tameion,” instead of 
the “Mesogeiakon Tameion.” The 
only other Greek sentence: “The 
present note must be accepted for 
its nominal value,” is translated 
into Greek in 13 words, which con-

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 2 (AP).— 
Joseph Edward Davies, former

In an interview, he said: 

“Before the invasion of Russia, 
I had predicted the Red Army 
would offer surprisingly effective 
resistance to the Germans.

DETROIT, Aug. 2 (AP).—Padck- 
ard Motor Car Co. reached the 
production stage today on its Rolls- 
Royce aircraft engine contracts 
and observed the occasion with 
ceremonies to which it invited 
ranking executives of the War and 
Navy departments, representatives 
of the British and Canadian gov- 
ernments and agencies having to 
do with the American defense pro- 
ram, :

The program included 
remarks by Lord Halifax, British 
Ambassador at Washington; by 
an R.A.F.pilotin London; Wing- 
Commandtr Ernie McNabb, Cana- 
dian ranking ace of the new war, 
and M. M. Gilman, Packard presi- 
dent; Brig.

Two of the Rolls-Royce Merlin 
engines were exhibited alongside 
one of the Liberty engines of the 
first World War.

Cincinnati Woman Stricken, 
First Known Case in 30 
Years of Research. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 2 (AP).—The 
first known case in some 30 years 
of research into poliomyelitis (in- 
fantile paralysis) of a laboratory 
worker contracting the disease 
from monkeys used in experiments 


was disclosed today by two Cincin- 
nati pediatricians. 

Miss Barbara M. ; Johnson, 35 

years old, left her work as a labor- 
atory technician in the research de- 
partment of Children’s Hospital 
here June 14 to spend her vaca- 
tion with her parents in Buffalo, 
N. Y., and became ill June 25. She 
now is in a hospital there. 
Dr. Albert B, Sabin and Dr. 
Robert Ward, professors of pediat- 
rics at the Universit yof Cincin- 
nati and members of the Children’s 
Hospital research department, re- 
ported the case in Science as a 
warning to other research scien- 
tists. 

“Since adults are relatively re- 
sistant and since most of the work 
has been done with rhesus mon- 
keys and with monkey-adapted 
strains of virus,” they wrote, “it 
is possible that conditions were not 
especially conductive to laboratory 
infection, 

“In recent years, however, an in- 
creasing number of investigators 
have turned to the study of the 
human disease and of the be- 
havior of virus of recent human 
origin in chimpanzees and mon- 
keys of species other than rhesus. 
It was during the course of work 
on cynomulgus monkeys ... . that 
our associate, B. J. (as she was 
identified in the paper), contract- 
ed poliomyelitis.” 

The monkeys were inoculated by 
mouth feeding with a virus iso- 
lated from a sick child in 1940, 


docked alongside numerous trans-, 
ports which continued to unload 
men and munitions.

WORK HOLIDAY’ 


Men at Plum Brook and 
Ravenna Ordnance Plants 
Idle—Some, It Is Said, 
Will Go Back Tomorrow. 


SANDUSKY, O., Aug. 2 (AP).— 
A strike by 600 carpenters and a 
holiday by other American Feder- 
ation of Labor craftsmen caused 
a -virtual standstill in construc- 
tion work today at Northern 
Ohio’s two big army ordnance 
plants at Plum Brook and Ra- 
venna. 

The carpenters walked out at 


Plum Brook, near Sandusky, in 
an effort to obtain an increase of 
25 cents an hour in their $1.12% 
wage. Leaders of the other crafts- 
men said they won a holiday when 
the rate for their overtime—be- 
yond the normal 40 hours a week 
—was reduced from double pay 
to time and one-half. 

Twelve hundred craftsmen _  re- 
frained from work at Plum Brook 
today, and about 2000 at Ravenna. 
Several thousand laborers were 
forced into idleness by the absence 
of the skilled men, so that nearly 
half the 16,500 workers on the two 
jobs (4000 at Plum Brook, 12,500 at 
Ravenna) were idle. 


Army spokesmen said-union lead- 
ers assured them the men protest- 
ing against the overtime cut would 
be at work Monday. The busi- 
ness agent of the Sandusky Car- 
penters’ local said his 600 workers 
would not return until it obtained 
action on its demand for an in- 
crease to $1.37% an hour—the 
same pay carpenters receive at Ra- 
venna. 


The army men recalled that | 


AFL officers and the War .De- 
partment agreed July 22 on a 
uniform rate of, time-and-a-half for 
overtime, and that this had been 
ratified by officers of all the AFL 
international unions involved in 
defense construction work. Orders 
were received Thursday setting up 
the new rate as of Aug. 1, the 
spokesmen said. However, A. J. 
Frecka, Ravenna business repre- 
sentative of the Plumbers’ and 
Steam Fitters’ Union, . said his 
men had been ordered to work 
only a five-day week of 40 hours 
pending a further protest on the 
overtime issue. Electricians and 
carpenters reported for work at 
Ravenna today, in effect accept- 
ing the time-and-a-half basis for 
overtime, but other unskilled crafts 
did not work. 


57 Disputes Settled in Week by 
Labor Department. 
The week’s developments in 


labor: 

WASHINGTON—The Labor De- 
partment’s conciliation service 
said it had settled 57 strikes, 


threatened strikes and labor con- 
troversies during the weeK, com- 
pared with 73 in the preceding 
week. The number of workers in- 
volved was greater, however, total- 
ing 42,889 this week against 21,549 
in the previous period. The de- 
partment s@id 1,375,000 man-days 
were lost by strikes during June, 
a drop of 39 per cent from May, 
and that 385 strikes began in 
June, compared with 500 in May. 


HHICAGO—The AFL Interna- 
tional Building Trades Union presi- 
dents approved, 16 to 2, a stabiliz- 
ing agreement to prohibit strikes 
on defense projects and provide 
uniform overtime pay equal to 
time and a half. 


TAMPA, Fla—The AFL Metal 
Trades District Council took un- 
der consideration a_ stabilizing 
agreement for labor in all Gulf 
coast shipyards. . If ratified by 
the council, the contract would 
provide for continuing wage ad- 
justments on a cost of living 
basis. The CIO industrial union 
of Marine and Shipbuilding Work- 
ers and defense officials have ap- 
proved the plan, similar to one 
in effect on the Pacific Coast. 

NEW YORK—AFL electrical 
workers who started a city-wide 
strike exempted a $70,0v0,000 ex- 
pansion program at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard and other defense proj- 
ects from the work stoppage. The 
strike, called in an effort to force 
Consolidated Edison Co. to use 
AFL membefs instead of unaffili- 
ated unionists on a construction 
project, continued in effect at 
hundreds of private jobs, how- 
ever.

Betting, heretofore banned in 
the federal district, apparently will 
be permitted at'the new track. The 
President’s concession said, “horse 
racing is allowed in all countries

S TREAM pollution has long been 


a source of worry to fishermen 
and conservationists. The Izaac 
Walton League of America con- 
siders it so important that a cru- 


gade has been carried on for the 


past five years with excellent re- 
sults having been noted through 
State and Federal legislation. 

Here in Missouri we have some 
similar conditions. One of these 
exists in St. Francois County 
where the Lead Belt Sportsmen's 
Club is girding itself for battle. 
Their opponent probably will be the 
State of Missouri. 

For several years game fish and 
rough fish have died by the thou- 
sands in the St.-Francis River. In- 
dividual members of the club work- 
ing with farmers and landowners 
along: the river concluded that the 
pollution was coming from the sew- 
age disposal plant of the State Hos- 
pital at Farmington. 

Contact was made with proper 
authorities of the Eleemosynary 
Board a year ago by Mrs, Virginia 
M. Dunlap, secretary of the Sports- 
men’s Club. She was advised that 
engineers would make an immedi- 
ate survey c@ the situation. On Dec. 
5, following her inquiry as to what 
the board had decided, W. Scott 
Johnson, Public Health Engineer, 
answered, “Reports of. this study 
have been forwarded to our Dis- 
trict Health Office at Frederick- 
town. We hope that the recommen- 
dation in this report will be acted 
upon without delay and feel con- 
fident that if such is the case, the 
situation regarding which you com- 
plain will be remedied.” 

As yet, nothing has been done 
to correct the condition which pub- 
lic officials say comes from chem- 
icals used in the disposal plant. 
The situation is still being “stud- 
ied” and fish are still dying. Farm- 
ers are in arms because their live- 
stock drinks from this stream. 
Anglers are aroused because they 
find dead bass and crappie by the 
basketful. <_| 

According to-Ben Roark, presi- 
dent of the Sportsmen’s Club, fish 
die after each little rain. This is 
because the poisonous matter, 
whether it is sewage or chemicals, 
filters into deep holes near where 
it empties into the river. Fish 
learn to steer clear of these holes 
and won't venture within several 
hundred yards of them. When a 
rain comes it flushes these holes 
and sends the pollution down- 
stream. 

Realizing that 
tough battle on their hands with 
the State always a most formi- 
dable adversary, the Sportsmen's 
Club is seeking ways of correcting 
this situation.

Russia’s Record Since the World War. 
Tu the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE realignment of Britain and the 

United States toward Ruissia since 
the invasion of that country by Germany 
has not escaped censure. So abhorrent 
has Communism become to us that we 
have looked upon Russia as an “untouch- 
able.” This is quite unfair and unjust. 

To form a just estimate of Russia, we 

must disregard propaganda and examine 
her record since the World War. During 
this time, Russia has occupied herself 
with internal affairs. Her foreign policy 
has been one of peace and non-aggres- 
sion. 
It was as a member of the League of 
Nations, and represented on that body 
by Litvinov, that her foreign policy was 
fully proclaimed. Year after year, Lit- 
vinov came forward as the champion 
of peace. Time and again, he proposed 
measures to insure peace that were too 
drastic even for the democracies. 

There was nothing to indicate his pro- 
fessions were insincere. To all appear- 
ances, Russia stood sturdily and genuine- 
ly for peace. The old Czarist ambition 
of conquest and expansion seemed qui- 
escent, if not entirely moribund. 

This was Russia’s avowed policy dur- 
ing Hitler’s rise to power. When that 
-madman began his career of aggression, 
Russia stood aloof. When Britain and 
France drew back in fear from fulfill- 
ing their guarantee of Czech independ- 
ence, Russia signified her willingness to 
join them in arms against German ag- 
gression. Her generous offer was haught- 
ily ignored by the Chamberlain Govern- 
ment; as well as her inherent right to 
be a party to the Munich conference. 

Again, when civil war racked Spain, 
Britain and France saw Germany and 
Italy furnish troops to crush the liberal 
party without lifting a finger, while 
Russia alone, and under a great disad- 
vantage of position, rendered what aid 
she could. 

Let us not forget this fine co-opera- 
tion with the League of Nations and the 
cause of democracy. 

Her subsequent non-aggression pact 
with Germany, as a measure of self-pro- 
tection, was quite justifiable. The acqui- 
sition of territory from Finland, Poland 
and the Baltic states was designed to 
buttress herself against the _ clearly 
adumbrated war with Germany. 

So much for Russia. Her ideology is 
her own affair. Within her own borders, 
she is properly supreme. As a nation, 
we have no mandate to approve or dis- 
approve her domestic policies, She has 
indulged in no brutal, persecution of a 
minority people. 

The tumor of Nazi-ism is active and 
malignant, that of Russia quiescent and 
benign. Those who would regard Russia 
as an “untouchable” are the vittims of 
intolerant prejudice.

of words between him and Senator Wheeler over 
solicitation of soldiers for criticism of administra- 
tion policy. It developed that the Montana Senator 
did not know that a’commercial mailing list direct- 
ed some of the America First cards to army men, 
and so Mr. Stimson has retracted his statement that 
what the Senator had done came close to “treason.” 
But if the incident is closed, the fact remains that 
it stands as a symptom of an ominous worsening of 
tempers. Not long ago, Secretary Ickes apologized 
to Oswald Garrison Villard. So it has gone for 
months. Nowddays almost every paper contains 
news of some new outpouring of personal attack 
or abuse. . 

As crucial days approach in the Battle of the 
Atlantic, the tempo of dissension has risen. The 
hot weather may have something to do with it. 
Whatever the cause, the game has gone far enough. 
The red light is flashing an insistent warning signal. 
This country can never gird itself for a positive, 
purposeful role in world affairs if its people dissi- 
pate their energies in hating one another. Hatred 
leads to waste words, waste motion, rash deeds and 
nervous frustration. In peace or war, we can only 
lose by hating our fellow-countrymen. 

What are the Wheelers and the Ickeses and the 
Stimsons contributing to the rational] thinking that 
alone can lead the country to a proper course and 
then give it the strength to carry through? Does 
an exchange of the epithets “treason” and “ga-ga” 
serve this purpose? Quite the opposite! 

If these wranglings are undermining our unity at 
home, how are they interpreted abroad? What im- 
pression do they make in England? In Germany? 
In the countries to the south of us? 

The plain fact is that despite the weather, the 
agonizing situation abroad and the cumulative deep- 
ening of convictions on both sides of the foreign pol- 
icy line, it is time to stop the name-calling, suppress 
the insinuations and establish unity among our peo- 
ple. President Roosevelt said in a Pan-American day 
address a year ago: “Any nation or group of nations 
which employs hatred eventually is torn to pieces by 
hatred within itself.” And in a perhaps half-forgot- 
ten message to Congress (Jan. 4, 1940), he made a 
very specific application. He said: 

Overstatement, bitterness, vituperation and 
the beating of drums have contributed mightily 
to ill feeling and wars between nations. If these 
unnecessary and unpleasant actions are harm- 
ful in the international field, they are also hurt- 
ful in the domestic scene. Peace among-our- 
selves would seem to have some of the advantage 
of peace between us and other nations. And in 
the long run, history amply demonstrates that 
angry controversy surely wins less than calm 
discussion. 

The time has come for Americans on both sides 
of the war issue to heed these words of the Pres- 
ident. This applies to the Wheelers and the Nyes 
and also to the Ickeses and Stimsons, who are the 
men around the President. Perhaps it applies to the 
President himself, for he has made one or two un- 
fortunate remarks in the course of the debate, and 
he is reputed to pass on the speeches of his Cabinet 
members before they deliver them. 

The interventionists are not “war-mongers” or 
“senile old men,” and the non-interventionists are 
not “Copperheads.” On both sides, they are sincere 
Americans striving to chart a safe course for their 
country in rough and only half-familiar waters. 

Angry controversy would in the end lead the ship 
of state into a whirlpool that would strip off its 
rudder and wrack it to pieces. 

Let’s stop it! 
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THE SHOREBIRDS COME BACK. 

Chief Naturalist G. E. Moore of Missouri’s State 
Parks has issued a timely reminder for those who 
spend their summer Sundays and days off in the 
open. August is the month when shorebirds begin 
to reappear along the rivers and ponds and lakes 
of Missouri. Upward of 40 species of shorebirds 
pass this way, but only four make a practice of 
remaining to nest—the handsome killdeer plover, 
the increasingly rare woodcock, the energetic 
spotted sandpiper and the water thrush of the 
warbler family. But in August, shorebirds of many 
other species will be coming down the Mississippi's 
great watercourse. By fall, most of them will far 
to the South, but for the next several weeks they 
will be busy, amusing, sometimes raucous stop-over 
guests, well worth the observation of those who 
go down to the streams in slacks. 
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IN ENGLAND, NO VOICE. 

There has been much talk of “the epic of Dun- 
kerque,” but the epic has not been written yet. The 
cataclysmic fall of France, the fierce tragedy of 
Greece, London’s thumbs-up under the bombs—none 
of these dramas has produced so much as one stir- 
ring line of poetry. 

It was not so with the British during the last war. 
Then they had many a singer of battle to tell of 
green fear and flaming courage, of pain and glory. 

Not that the last war’s poetry was epic; its authors 
knew war too well not to sing of men and moods, 
rather than triumphs. Wilfred Owen, for example: 


Merry it was to laugh there— - 
Where death becomes absurd and life absurder. 
For power was on us as we slashed bones bare 
Not to feel sickness or remorse of murder. 
I, too, have dropped off fear. ... 
And witnessed exultation. 
Siegfried Sassoon, also wrote of war’s “‘base de- 
tails,” rather than of the colors and the victories: 
They leave their trenches, going over the top, 
While time ticks blank and busy on their wrists, 
And hope, with furtive eyes and grappling fists, 
Ffounders in the mud. O Jesu, make it stop! 
Full of premonition, Rupert Brooke, who lies in 
“some corner of a foreign field that is forever Eng- 
land,” asked: 


Say is there Beauty yet to find? 
And Certainty? And Quiet kind? 


And is there honey still for tea? 


But they were not weaklings, unequal to the 
world’s grim business, these poets, but fighting men 
full of a sure confidence. Hear Robert Graves: 


The Legion is the Legion while Rome stands. 
And these same men before the autumn’s fall 
Shall bang old Vercingetorix out of Gaul.

The Carter remark didn’t sound like a joke to 
Dorsey Julian, Jefferson City cleaning shop opera- 
tor, who reported it to Mitchell and thus started 
the train of events that brought the matter before 
State and county authorities. In explaining why he 
took the remark seriously, Julian made this inter- 
esting observation: “I always thought it was the 
custom to pay off to get those good jobs... .” 

It would be worth while finding out what basis 
this Jefferson City resident has for such an as- 
“gumption, whether other people have the same idea 
and what the facts are that would prove or disprove 
this theory.

MASSACHUSETTS AND GEORGE R. HART. 

Massachusetts is the latest addition to the rap- 
idly growing list of states which condition the issu- 
ances of marriage licenses on blood tests which show 
freedom from syphilis. That is, the Massachusetts 
Legislature has passed a marriage health bill and 
sent it to Gov. Saltonstall for certain approval. 

Massachusetts joins an urgent national public 
health movement — and Missouri is informed by 
George R. Hart, one-time marriage mill operator in 
St. Louis County, that he personally spent $2000 to 
defeat a similar bill at Jefferson City two years ago 
and that the total slush fund raised by fee-grabbing 
Missouri Justices of the Peace and Recorders of 
Deeds was $20,000! 
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MERITED PRAISE FOR JUSTICE BLACK. 

The disadvantages which their race suffers in 
parts of the country have made Negro members of 
the legal profession keenly observant of nominations 
to the Unjted States Supreme Court. For example, 
they were especially critical of President Hoover’s 
' attempted elevation of Circuit Judge John J.

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AN INTERESTING SUIT IN ILLINOIS. 

Iilinois State Representative Anthony W. Daly 
of Godfrey and two constituents have filed a suit 
to prevent use of public funds in Madison County 
for the congressional election next year. Their 
contention is that the 1901 districts ‘are so grossly 
outmoded by population changes as to violate rep- 
resentative government. Judge William*P. Boyn- 
ton, sitting in Circuit Court at Edwardsville, agrees 
that Illinois’ congressional districts are “outmoded,” 
but has ruled that reapportionment is a legislative 
responsibility, and now the sponsors of the suit have 
announced that they will appeal. , 

It will be exceedingly interesting’to see what the 
Illinois Supreme Court does with this suit. That 
congressional redistricting is a legislative duty is 
not open to question. The State Constitution makes 
it an explicit responsibility. But what recourse is 
there when the Legislature, for political reasons, 
ignores this command session after session? Do 
the voters have no protection against a rotten- 
borough system whose districts range in popula- 
tion from around 100,000 to upward of 1,000,0007

Problem of Good Men in Public Office 


Critics of public officials are common enough, but very few of 


them would consider giving their time to people’s business, former 
legislator writes; Missouri's low pay for lawmakers puts strain on 


honesty, he says; urges a State campaign for adequate compensation.

EWSPAPERS, political reformers and 
N Plain citizens have been expressing 

their outrage lately at the exposure of 
petty grafting on the part of members of 
the Missouri Legislature. Yet none of them 
has had much to say about the deplorable 
salary conditions which: set the stage for 
vastly larger graft than that which has 
been exposed. 

Missouri legislators get $5 a day for 70 
days of the biennial session, and $1 a day 
for any subsequent days. That is putting 
an unbearable strain upon the civic inter- 
est, not to say the honesty, of any man who 
serves in the Missouri Assembly. 

I imagine that there may be some who 
are candid cynics enough to say to them- 
selves: “If the people of Missouri have no 
more sense than to expect us to serve here 
for such pay, they deserve to be sold out.” 

The highest-paid legislators, in New York, 
get $5000 a year, down to less than $500 
for two years, in Missouri. Yet candidates 
for the Legislature have to campaign over 
a wide territory, both in the primaries and 
in the final elections; they have to pay all 
their personal expenses while at the State 
capital, and they are beset by seekers of 
contributions for all worthy enterprises and 
pestered to death by moochers. When they 
end a term, they are usually poorer than 
when they took the oath of office. 

I have talked to some St. Louis business 
men who deplore the Jefferson City situa- 
tion, but not one of them would think of 
running for the Legislature—and nine out 
of 10 of them couldn't be elected if they ran. 

So, with all due deprecation of the petty 
grafting that goes on there—and it proba- 
bly was no worse this session that in any 
other for the last 40 years—I suggest to 
these good people, one and all, that they 
hold their tongues until such time as they 
get into the Missouri Constitution an 
amendment which will permit the paying 
of something approaching a decent salary 
for the men who make Missouri's laws. 

If all the editorial and other energy 
which is being wasted in lamenting this 
present bad situation were spent instead 
in calling for decent salaries for Missouri 
legislators, something for improvement 
might be accomplished. 

Even where the salary is adequate to pay 
a member of the Legislature at least for 
the time he spends in the State capital, not 
many business men can be induced to take 
an interést in the job. 

’ + * e * 

In making a talk to a Rotary Club in 
Jerseyville a couple of years ago, I tried an 
interesting experiment. I asked how many 
among those 30 present would run for 
Mayor. Two held up their hands. I asked 
how many would run for the office if they 
felt it was their civic duty. One other hand 
was raised. I asked how many would run 
if some civic group like Rotary urged them 
to, and five out of the 30 raised hands. I 
then asked how many would run if they 
thought it would hurt their business—and 
no hands showed. 

1 then asked how many would run for 
the Legislature—and the only hand raised 
was that of the former House member who 
had invited me there. ‘ 

And so it goes. Nineteen business men 
out of 20 would be scared to death to have 
it known that anybody had even suggested 
they run for Mayor of Collinsville. 

/Bince I have been in Collinsville, 24 
years, there have been only three candi- 


dates for the Legislature. Two of whom were 
elected. Prior to that, so far as I can 
learn, there was only one Collinsville-legis- 
lator in all the history of the town, though 
I do not know how many local men ran for 
the seats in the Assembly. 

Last Easter, my son, James Jr., came 
home from the University of Illinois, where 
he is finishing a seven-year course in the 
study of law. On his return there, I took 
jim as far as Springfield and he rode a 
trolley the rest of the way. Driving along, 
we talked of many things. 

Jim inherited a good deal of sense from 
his mother, and his youthful career has 
brought. him into contact with public af- 
fairs of many phases. He has the makings 
of a politician, in the better sense of the 
word. But his recent observations in the 
political field, as he expressed them, seemed 
to have discouraged him. He expressed the 
notion that our mutual friend T. V. Smith, 
former State Senator and Congressman, 
had deteriorated from his six years in pub- 
lic office, 

“Dad,” he said. “I don’t think I want any 
of politics.” 

“Well, son,” I said, after some delibera- 
tion, “who’s going to run this Government 
of ours? That question, you know, gets 
more important every day.” 

Jim looked puzzled, and then he said, “I 
hadn’t thought of it just that way.” 

Most people don’t think of it that way, 
and many imagine that it will just natural- 
ly run, and except in rare instances, it will 
automatically run well, even without their 
participation in it.

I continued the argument with Jim by 
suggesting that since he had something of 
the background desirable for public service, 
and since so many of our other “good citi- 
zens” will not take the pains to apply them- 
selves to public affairs, much less run for 
an office, there is thrown upon young men 
lke Jim, and older men like myself, some 
responsibility to take up the reins, no mat- 
ter how hard and uninviting the task may 
be. Otherwise, government—national, state 
and local—falls immediately into the hands 
of the self-seeking, the venal and corrupt. 

Jim is only 24, and he doesn’t know 
what he will do through life, and it’s just as 
well he doesn’t. But if‘the call comes to 
him, five or 10 or 20 years from now, to go 
to Springfield or Washington to help make 
the laws or to serve in any other public ca- 
pacity, I shall be disappointed in him if he 
shirks his responsibility merely because it 
will “hurt his business.” 

To run for a pubic office, particularly a 
legislative office—and to fill it in case of 
election—one must have an acute interest 
in some sort of public affairs, some intelli- 
gence, a few ideas and a willingness to 
make some sacrifices of time and money. 

Anyone lacking these qualifications will 
turn out to be a blank or a grafter.

Berlin’s Conditions. 

As far as the sending of a Ger- 
man emissary was concerned, the 
answer from Berlin did not ex- 
clude such a possibility, but only 
under the condition that the fol- 
lowing technical points of the trip 
were handled by the Scotch in a 
satisfactory manner: an unnoticed 
arrival; a secure place during his 
stay in Scotland; uninterrupted, re- 
liable and quick communication 
facilities with Berlin or with the 
German legation in Dublin; and his 
return to Germany. 

After a few weeks the “Duke of 
Hamilton” had arranged all these 
points to the satisfaction of the 
Nazis. 

The German emissary was to ar- 
rive by plane. He was to fly by 
night over the farm of the Duke 
of Hamilton, for which purpose a 
detailed map was sent to Ger- 
many and certain signals were ar- 
ranged. At a pre-arranged place 
he was to bail out and walk to 
the castle, where he would be ex- 
pected. The empty plane would 
stay aloft for some time after he 
bailed out and probably would 
crash in a different section of the 
The transmission of in- 
formation to the desired cover-ad- 
dress in Ireland would be quickly 
and effectively carried out by the 
“Duke of Hamilton.” And for the 
return to Germany, the Nazis were 
told of careful preparations. 


Berlin Impressed; Hess Chosen, 
These arrangements. satisfied 
Berlin and increased their confi- 
dence. In fact, the highest Nazi 
clique was under the impression 
that they were undertaking a mat- 
ter of immense importance. The 
“Scotch revolution” against Eng- 
land promised to become the event 
which would decide the outcome of 
the war and bring victory to Ger- 
many. Only one of the highest 
Nazi officials could be entrusted 
with such an important mission, 
for he also had to make a good im- 
pression on the “Scots.” 

After long consultations and 
doubtless with the approval and 
full knowledge of the Fuehrer— 
Hess was designated for the flight 
to Scotland. Hess was particularly 
suitable, because he~-was the only 
high Nazi, except Ribbentrop, who 
spoke perfect English. He was 
brought up in Egypt and given a 
bilingual education. 

With the arrival of Hess in 
Scotland, the “detective story” part 
of the affair was concluded. The 
British secret service had avenged 
its professionaY defeat, against all 
expectations. That they had suc- 
ceeded in trapping. Hess exceeded 
their wildest dreams, On the other 
hand, however, they failed to carry 
out the plan to exchange Best and 
Stevens, because the Government 
refused to let Hess be used for 
this purpose. 

A Sequel of Importance. 

But an intricate sequel of im- 
mense importance developed. Hess 
arrived in Scotland according to 
plans, except for two little inci- 
dents. His plane crashed near him 
when he landed instead of, as was 
expected, in some other section of 
the country. Secondly, Hess suf- 
fered a broken ankle when he 
landed and was unable to get up 
and walk to the castle. However 
unimportant they seemed, these 
two incidents decisively changed 
the further development of the 
scheme. 

If the secret service had received 
Hess as planned, they would have 
immediately ascertained his iden- 
tity. The incident would have 
been quietly reported to the Gov- 
ernment and further action could 
have been carefully planned. Be- 
cause of these two little incidents, 
howevel, Hess did not fall into the 
hands of the British secret service, 
but was captured by the com- 
pletely uninformed military au- 
thorities. For a few fatal hours 
the machinery did not function 
according to plans. The secret 
servic: knew the whole scheme, 
but did not know the. emissary; 
therefore they had no idea of what 
had happened at the estate of the 
Duke of Hamilton and did not im- 
mediately inform the Government 
of their scheme. 

On the other hand, the British 
miliiary authorities and the Gov- 
ernment knew the emissary, but 
did not know of the secret service 
plan; therefore, they were con- 
fronted with a sensational event 
which they immediately made pub- 
lic, Without having the slightest 
suspicion, Prime Minister Church- 
il! declared publicly that he per- 
sonaliy would question Hess and 
then make a.report to the House of 
Commons. 
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DUKE OF HAMILTON 


the secret service, who read of the 
landing of Hess for the first time 
in the newspapers, reported the 
whole affair to Foreign Secretary 
Eden and then to Churchill and 
showed them the dossier. 

The bewildered secret service of- 
ficial was not co®mended, as he 
had expected. Churchill, instead, 
exploded in a rage that is still the 
topic of conversation in high Gov- 
ernment circles. 

Churchill’s anger was well-found- 

ed. He naturally would have liked 
to see the Nazis fall into a trap 
which had been so successfully set; 
but after he had carefully studied 
the case, Me sensed that the most 
important part of the scheme was 
just that point which the Secret 
Service thought of no interest at 
all—he instinctively realized the 
enormous political importance and 
possibilities of a German attack 
on Russia. 
Churchill also knew that in the 
minds of the Germans a connec- 
tion existed between their project 
to invade Russia and their belief 
in a “Scotch revolution.” They 
wanted to attack Russia if and 
when the murder of Churchill and 
the other points of the scheme 
were carried out. But would the 
Germans attack Russia if they 
found out that the “Scotch revolu- 
tion” was a trap and that there 
was no hope of such a revolution? 
Churchill knew that it was in the 
interest of England to see to it 
that the Germans continued to be- 
lieve in a Scotch uprising. 


Vital Considerations. 
Considering these aspects, it 
would have been of vital import- 
ance to make the Nazis believe 
that the Hess visit was a complete 
success. After his arrival the af- 
fair should have been continued 
according to the arrangements 
made by the Germans and the 
British secret service. Hess and 
Berlin should have been given the 
impression that the Visit was com- 
pletely successful and that the 
Government had no idea of a 
Scotch conspiracy. The _ secret 
service should have continued to 
act as “Scotch revolutionaries” in 
order to get as much information 
as possible out of Hess and also 
to reassure him in his belief in a 
“Scotch revolution.” They even 
should have gone so far as to 
smuggle him out of the country 
again. He should have returned 
to Berlin with the report that 
everything was all right, that the 
Scotch were ready to strike at any 
moment and that the British Gov- 
ernment was blind to what lay in 
store for it. 

Instead of that, it already had 
been made public that Hess had 
fallen into the hands of the Gov- 
ernment. It had also been an- 
nounced that Churchill would per- 
sonally investigate the Hess af- 
fair. How could the Germans 
now be prevented from believing 
that the “Scotch revolution” was 
a complete failure? It was an- 
nounced that the Government 
would publish a report. What kind 
of report? It would have to be a 
report which showed the English 
people that the Government was 
well-informed about the Hess af- 
fair and, on the other hand, one 
that at the same time would con- 
vince the Nazis that the English 
had no idea of the whole scheme. 
If Government- Had Known—. | 

Naturally, Churchill was en- 
raged. A small blunder caused by 
the fact that the Secret Service 
failed to report the plan to the 
Government in time, could lead to 
the abandonment of the German 
plan to invade Russia. 

Churchill decided, despite the al- 
ready aggravated situation, to at- 
tempt to renew the German hope 
of a “Scotch revolution.” 

What was really known in Ber- 
lin about the Hess affair? Noth- 
ing but that Hess was in the 
hands of the British Government. 
But why was he captured by the 
British Government? Because the 
whole plan was a trap? Or was it 
just bad luck? Berlin could not 
yet have been informed about the 
real happenings. They also could 
not know whether the “Scotch rev- 
olution,” if it ever existed, “would 
now be brought into the open 
through the investigation of the 
Hess case, or whether it would re- 
main in the dark. ; 

These uncertainties on the part 
of Berlin might yet be utilized and 
Churchill began to act accordingly. 
The Secret Service was ordered

He 
named those two persons to “ques- 
tion” Hess who in the mind of 
the prisoner and Berlin were the 
leading conspirators, namely the 
Duke of Hamilton and Kirkpat- 
rick. 

It was naturally necessary to in- 
form the real Duke of Hamilton 
and the real Kirkpatrick about 
the whole affair and to let them 
appear in public, they were fre- 
quently photographed; but they 
were not personally sent to Hess 
and disappeared again.

Japanese economic structure js al- 
ready under severe strain. A re- 
cent statement by the department 
covering 1940 and early- 1941 tells 
of “a slow deterioration of indus- 
try under the continuous strain of 
the protracted struggle in China, 
the broad extension of state con- 
trol, serious shortages of essential 
materials and labor, and a further 
decline in industrial efficiency.” 
Little profit has been derived from 
the economic penetration of China. 
Industry was severely handicapped 
by a coal and power shortage in 
1940. Efforts made in 1940 to ex- 
pand coal production were a fail- 
ure because of indaequate trans- 
portation and shortages of labor 
and mining equipment. The iron 
and steel industry suffered from 
the power shortage and the sharp 
decline in the volume of scrap-iron 
imports from the United States. 
The cotton-spinning industry 
showed a marked recession in 1940 
from the relatively high level of 
the previous year, : 
1940 Reorganization Plan. 

An important event of 1940 was 
the announcement of: an official 
plan for the reorganization of the 
nation’s industries to bring them 
into line with the new economic 
and political structure of Japan. 
The plan, says the Commerce De- 
partment’s statements, “provides 
for the eventual abolition of the 
liberalistic principle of the employ- 
ment of capital for profit in favor 
of the totalitarian principle that 
capital should be employed for the 
good of the state.” Steps were 
taken in 1940 to carry out this 
“rationalization” scheme for indus- 
try and were continued in 1941, 
with the result that many small 
and medium sized manufacturing 
plants were liquidated and thou- 
sands of workers thrown out of 
employment. - 

The dominant item in the list of 
Japanese exports to the United 
States is silk. Heretofore we have 
taken aiound 85 per cent of all the 
silk that Japan sends out. Its dol- 
lar value is more than half the 
volume of all the exports we re- 
ceive from Japan. Temporarily at 
least tne destruction of this silk 
trade would be hurtful to the 
United States, but the effect here 
would be mild indeed compared 
with the ills that Japan would suf- 
fer. For her the loss of the Ameri- 
can silk market would be a body 
blow. ‘Should the United States 
undertake to cripple Japan through 
economic measures, we could af- 
ford to put up with great incon- 
venience in order to deliver a

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Resisted Efforts to Bring It Into World Trade 


Until Commodore Perry Forced 
Door With Warships. 


By W. B. BAGSDALE 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).— 
It took a treaty gained by a fleet 
of warships to open Japan to the 
trade now so severely threatened 
‘by the march of troops and the 
crash of bombs in the Far East. 

Shipwrecked sailors, gold in 
California and expanding trade 
with China had furnished the need 
for the treaty. It brought Japan 
out of 200 years of isolation from 
which virtually all foreigners had 
been excluded. 

That was less than 100 years ago. 
Since then Japan has studied deep- 
ly and at close range the ways of 
foreigners of all nations. Now it 
is off on what it calls a sacred 
campaign to bring a new order to 
the Orient. 

Unlike China, where trade flour- 
‘ished for many years without bene- 
fit of treaty, traders made no prog- 
ress with Japan until their over- 
tures had been blessed with the 
formal consent of the Central Gov- 
ernment. 

Ousted Portuguese. 

Its first contact with the out- 
side world had been in the Six- 
teenth Century through trade with 
the Portuguese. But the Portu- 
guese traders were heavy-handed. 
Also they brought missionaries 
who quarreled among themselves 
and snubbed Japanese officials. 

The Japanese put them out, for- 
bade the practice of Christianity, 
barred foreign trade, ordered Jap- 
anese to stay within the boun- 
daries of their own nation and 
promised to put to death any who 
went to a foreign land and re- 
turned. 


They made an exception of the 

Dutch, who helped expel the Portu- 
guese. A Dutch trading station 
was allowed at Nagasaki, but su- 
pervision was so close one of the 
Dutch traders said it was more 
like a prison than a trade station. 
They were allowed two ships a 
ar, 
The English tried a little Japa- 
nese trading early in the seven- 
teenth century, ‘found it unprofit- 
able and quit. When they wanted 
to start ‘back, the Japanese would 
not permit them to. 

Two American ships, the Lady 
Washington and the Grace, put in 
at a southern Japan port in 1791, 
but the Japanese refused to trade. 
fThe Franklin of Boston went into 
Nagasaki in 1799, but flew the Dutch 
flag. The Margaret of Salem made 
six such trips between 1801 and 
1809, always flying the Dutch flag. 
The whaler Manhattan, from Sag 
Harbor, N. Y., visited Tokyo in 
1845 with some shipwrecked Japa- 
nese and was allowed to stay a 
day or so. 

U. 8. Offer Refused. 

In 1846, Commodore Biddle took 
two naval vessels to Tokyo to ask 
if the. government would open its 
ports and treat with Americans. 
It said no and ordered him away. 

Then A. H. Palmer of New York, 
director of the American, and For- 
eign Agency, made a study of Far 
Eastern markets for the Secretary 
of State. This had much to do 
with the final decision to send 
Commodore Matthew Calbraith 
Perry in 1853. 

He went steaming into the bay 
at Tokyo, smoke pouring from his 
funnels, his were the first steam- 
ships the Japanese had seen. 

Signal guns and rockets warned 
of the approach of the foreigners. 
The city was in an uproar, noise 
filled the streets, the tramp of 
horses, the clatter of warriors, toll- 
ing bells, shrieking women, crying 
children, ; 

Perry gave himself a high sound- 
ing title, commensurate with Orien- 
tal ideas of ‘dignity, insisted that 
as the bearer of a message from 
the President of the United States 
he would talk only with an official 
of the highest rank. Two princes 
came to his anchorage to get the 


letters and were told Perry would 
be back in 1854 for an answer. 
Brings 10 Warships. 

He returned in February with 
10 ships, pushing past the Gov- 
ernment junks from which the 
Japanese officials sought to talk. 
The Japanese tried to lure him 
back into the outer bay for the 
talk, He said they would talk to 
him where he was or he would 
steam on to Tokyo. They went to 
him. 

While the talks went ahead, 
American engineers set up _ the 
telegraph and cireular railway, 
started the wires humming and 
engines moving. Crowds gath- 
ered to watch. Japanese officials 
paid frequent visits to Americans 
aboard ship. The treaty was signed 
at the end of March. 

In it, the Japanese agreed to 
open Nagasaki, Hakodate and 
Shimoda to American trade and 
allow coal depots to be established 
there; to allow consuls or Gov- 
ernment agentstolive at Shimoda, 
the open port nearest the capital. 
Figuring that other nations would 
be there soon to seek trade 
treaties, Perry put in a provision, 
which since has become known as 
a most-favored-nation clause, that 
the United States would enjoy 
any additional privileges that 
might be granted any other nation. 

A year and a half later Town- 
send Harris, a man with much 
knowledge of the ways of the 
Hast, was picked as consul. 

Wins Broader Treaty. 

By slow degrees and frank 
speaking, Harris finally won Jap- 
anese respect for his rights as a 
foreign representative, gained im- 
portant concessions clarifying the 
Perry treaty and finally a broad 
new commercial treaty. This 
treaty established a broad base for 
friendly relations and was the 
pattern for Japanese relations 
until the end of the century. A 
diplomatic agent might live at 
Tokyo, consuls at the other open 
ports. They might travel freely. 
Other Americans might lease land, 
buy buildings and live in open 
ports. Trade would not be trou- 
bled by Japanese officers. The 
President would mediate between 
Japan and any. European power. 
Japan might buy ships and muni- 
tions in the United States. It 
would open Yokohama, Nagasaki 
and Hakodate as supply depots 
for American naval vessels. 

In the years that passed Japan 
was slowly westernized. It sent 
students to America and Europe, 
changed its laws, withdrew edicts 
against Christianity, built railways 
and telegraph lines and estab- 
lished newspapers. A _ national 
army and navy replaced the old 
feudal levies. 

Took Over Islands. y 

In the World War, Japan fought 
with the Allies. During the war, 
Japan took over all of the islands 
in the South Pacific north of the 
Equator except the island of Yap, 
which the British had already 
taken. It claimed that a secret 
treaty with Britain had promised 
these to Japan if it would send 
destroyers to the Mediterranean. 
At the peace conference, the islands 
were mandated to Japan and have 
been held since. Many reports 
say they have been fortified. 

Until the present strain in Jap- 
anese relations, which began al- 
most 10 years ago when Japan 
began to move on the mainland 
of Asia, the most painful twist 
had been in 1924 when the Immi- 
gration Act included a section pro- 
hibiting the immigration of Jap- 
anese laborers. The Japanese Am- 
bassador protested, but the law 
went through. 

One Japanese authority put the 
reaction this way: ' 

“The Japanese people took this 
action on the part of the United 
States as a serious insult to their 


national honor.”

ART WORKS DISPLAYED 


City Museum Shows Collec- 
tion, Most of It Lent by 
St. Louisan. 


The City Art Museum bright- 
ened up an otherwise spiritless 
summer yesterday with the open- 
ing of a small exhibiton of twen- 
tieth century French and German 
paintings and sculpture. 
While most of the paintings are 
excellent examples of their crea- 
tors’ work, the show is notable also 
for the fact that most were lent 
by St. Louisans. 
There are four oils by Pablo Pi- 
casso, two each by Georges Rou- 
ault, Georges Braque, Henri Ma- 
tisse and Max Beckmann, and one 
each by Amedeo Modigliani, Raoul 
Dufy, Andre Derain, Maurice Ut- 
rillo, Pierre Bonnard and Rufino 
Tamayo, a Mexican who paints in 
the French tradition. There are 
two watercolors by Paul Klee, and 
a sculpture each by Modigliani and 
Wilhelm Lehmbruck. 

“The Three Clowns.” 
The two Rouaults, especially the 
“Three Clowns,” are as magnifi- 
cent specimens of this brooding 
mystic as have ever been shown 
here. Done in Rouault’s usual deep 
blues, reds and greens, the “Three 
Clowns” sharply delineates their 
tired and resigned feelings. Rou- 
ault’s “Pierrot” is a little senti- 
mental, but first rate, neverthe- 
less. 
There is a tremendous Matisse, 
“The Bathers,” cone in his classic- 
al period, some 30 years ago, ac- 
companied by a more recent, and, 
on the whole, more satisfying, view 
of two women in a conservatory. 
Three of the Picassos—“The 
Woman in Yellow,” “The Fire- 
place,” and “Plaster Head and 
Bowl of Fruit”—were seen here in 
the Picasso show last year. The 
first of these looks better on sec- 
ond view, while the others seem 
less important. The fourth Picas- 
so, “Harlequin,” is an outstanding 
example from his cubist period. 
The Derain is a tiny painting of 
a girl playing a guitar, done with- 
out any mannerism and altogeth- 
er pleasing. The Utrillo, Braques 
and Modigliani are all standard 
fare. Max Beckmann’s “The Ac 
tor” is a magnificent satire. Beck- 
mann also has a painting on the 
Biblical theme of Christ and the* 
woman taken in adultery, to which 
he has given rather smooth treat- 
ment. 
On Display Through September. 
The Lehmbruck sculpture is a 
small bust of a woman, done with 
great tenderness. The show will 
last through August and Septem- 
ber. 

The museum also opened a show 
of batiks by five contemporary 
Missouri artists, which will remain 
through Aug. 2h. There are plenty 
conventional examples in_ the 
usual figured designs in dark 
brown and purple. 

Some of the artists have tried 
more representational work, how- 
ever, of which the most pleasing 
is a large valentine-looking panel 
of life in the ‘90s by Dorothy 
Bartholemy. 

Other artists who have works on 
display are Fred Dreher, Gladys 
Skell, Tanasko Milovich and Alex- 
andra Korsakoff-Galston. 


2,000,000 LBS, OF ALUMINUM 
BOUGHT BY RUSSIA IN U.S, 


Agreement Awaits Approval by 
OPM and the State

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 2 (AP),

HE early-teen-age girl can 
T have grace and poise if she 

wants it enough to work for 
it. 

This is the ideal age for learn- 
ing to stand, walk and sit cor 
rectly. 

In the early teens, the figure 
matures and becomes more round- 
ed. Special attention should be 
given to carriage during these 
years as there is often a tendency 
to slouch or slump, from fatigue 
or just self-consciousness, | 

A slumping posture makes the 
abdomen more prominent. When 
there is little fat, this may not be 
very noticeable but as the muscles 
get lazier and more fat is put on 
the frame, it’s another story. Stand 
straight, pull your lower abdomen 
in, hold head and chest up, hips 
forward so that you don’t “stick 
out” in the rear, and hold the 
back straight. Hold this correct 


posture as you walk, until it be- 


comes a habit. 

Try this little stunt: Go to a 
wall and stand with your back to 
it, feet parallel and heels a few 
inches away from the wall. Raise 


the chest easily and naturally, 
head up. Pull in the lower ab- 
domen. Now try to flatten the 
lower back against the wall by 
swinging the hips somewhat for- 
ward. Walk away from the wall 
and try to maintain this posture 
while walking, standing and sit- 
ting.

to come into this shelter, to eat, to 
sleep,'to stay a day or a year. For 
Christ has said, “Whatsoever you 
do to the least of these, you do to 
Me.” 

The bearded patriarch who sits 
asleep with the copy of Dickens on 
his knees has been at the Hospice 
a long time now. There are 15 
more like him who live at this lit- 
tle shelter set in poverty row, a 
block below Broadway on Duchou- 
quette in the midst of the crum- 
bling glory of what was once the 
old French section. And there are 
half a hundred more for whom the 
Hospice hag no room, but who 
come, three times a day, to fill 
their shrunken stomachs; to hope 
that in the night a bed has been 
left vacant and this night will 
mean the end of sleeping in door- 
ways. 

At the Hospice there is nothing 


It is people with

ing. But. always there is food

And to old 
Jim, who presides over the sad 
little makeshift kitchen of the 
Hospice with all the pride of a 
Park Plaza chef, the day’s dona- 
tions are brought. 


“And sure sometimes we have 
smoked pig hocks, but today there 
is only spaghetti,” old Jim sighed 
as the reporter sniffed the con- 
tents of a five-gallon pot, “But 
on Thanksgiving and Christmas 
we feast. St. Joseph sees to 
that.” 


After all, things are pretty nice 
at the shelter . . . crowded may- 
be with 16 cots in three. rooms, . . 
but better than hard ground under 
loading platforms or cold doorways 
on winter nights. And the bed- 
clothes. Not antiseptically clean, 
but better than old newspapers 
scraps of burlap sacks. | 


“We do our best with what we 
have,” says Bill, who came to the 
Hospice down and out one day and 
has stayed to work himself up as 
sort of head man who sees that no 
one goes hungry and that‘even the 
poor families in the neighborhood 
have food. “We ask no questions. 
We draw no lines of religion, color 
or creed. We keep no lists. All we 
ask is that those men who are able 
help us keep the place clean.” 


Here in this little haven on the 
wrong side of the tracks there Are 
no stained glass windows of great 
cathedrals, but little holy water 


fonts hang to the door casings. 
‘Neat, but with that cleanliness 
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which men alone call clean, the 
Hospice has dark, uncovered. wood 
floors, splintered with time and 
the tread of many feet. On the 
walls holy pictures of St. Francis, 
The Madonna.and the Child, The 
Sacred Heart, hang from nails that 
hold up the peeling wall paper. 
Lace curtains at the windows of 
the main room are starched but 
tied back with strips of rags, man 
fashion. And here in this room is 
the scanty library that serves the 
men of the shelter, a library con- 
sisting of a few books on religion, 
the Holy Bible, Foster’s “Experi- 
ment in Phychology,” the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri—1929, that 
tattered copy of Dickens “Nicholas 
Nickelby” and one lone novel of 
the year 1901—“The Man From 
Glengarry,” by Ralph Connor. 


Days at the Hospice have no 
novelty ... nochange . . to 
set one day aside from another as 
something special. Only Thanks- 
giving and Christmas are different. 
On other days the routine is the 
same . . the line to feed three 
times a day ... the little house- 
work to be done by the old men 
who live there . . . the evenings 
spent playing checkers or domi- 
noes or listening to the little radio 
or reminiscing about better days. 
Only once in a great while is there 
any excitement ‘, excitement 
like the day old Tom collapsed and 
fell off his box by the ashpit 
where he was waiting for his turn 
in the bread line. 


The story of old Tom? It’s sim- 


ple enough . . . Just cold and hun- 
ger. 

“That was last winter,” Bill, 
the head man, explains, “and when 
we pickéd him up we knew he was 
in bad shape. We filled his stom- 
ach and when he got to feeling 
better, we tried to get him to go to 
City Hospital.” 

But Old Tom didn’t want to go 
to City Hospital . . . at least not 
in the shape he was in. And so the 


boys at the Hospice fixed old Tom 
up. They got together a couple 
of dimes for soap and towels at 
the public bathhouse nine blocks 
away and walked old Tom to the 
bathhouse and gave him a good 
scrubbing. Then they dressed him 
up in a suit that somebody had 
sent down to the Hospice, and 
when that was all done, they took 
Tom to the hospital. He’s getting 


along all right now. The effects 
of exposure in zero weather are 
nearly gone, Tom lost a couple of 
toes off of his frozen feet, but if 


everything goes all right he may, 


some day be able to use his frozen 
hands. 


There is little money to do with 
at the Hospice . . but there 
always a little food . . .

SELECT A FRYING CHICK- 

N weighing three to three and 
one-half pounds. Have it disjoint- 
ed into eight pieces consisting of 
breast, wings, second joints and 
legs. With the neck, backbone, low- 
er back, gizzard and heart we will 
make about a pint of broth by cov- 
ering these parts with cold water, 
adding a small soup bunch _ to 
flavor and a teaspoon of salt. Let 
simmer about an hour and a half 
until a pint of good broth is ob- 
tained. Meanwhile prepare’ the 
eight pieces of chicken for frying 
by carefully removing any feathers 
or hairs. Season with salt and 
white pepper and dip in flour, then 
in beaten eggs (two small eggs) 
and fresh bread crumbs. Melt 
about a quarter cup of butter ina 
heavy skillet and fry chicken on 
both sides until nicely browned. 
Chicken should be turned several 
times in the cooking (unlike liver) 
and more butter added to pan as 
needed. 

While chicken is cooking pre- 
pare the sauce by melting two 
tablespoons of butter, blending in 
three tablespoons of flour and add- 
ing the hot strained chicken broth 
(about a pint) until smooth and 
boiling point is reached. Season 
with salt and a few grains of 
cayenne pepper. Have ready two 
egg yolks which have been beaten 
with a quarter cup of heavy cream 
which is to be stirred into the hot 
sauce at this time. Stir over low 
heat until thoroughly mixed but 
do not allow sauce to boil again. 
Strain sauce and add to it a cup 
of freshly cooked green peas. Pour 
half the sauce on the hot platter, 
arrange pieces of fried chicken on 
top and serve rest of sauce in a 
sauceboat.

Her Comic Charm 


Brandon Thomas Farce, in Picture 
Form Again, Repeats Previous Success 
By Colvin McPherson 


OW does the oid girl do it? That is the question that 
H must be in the minds of the many who notice that “Charley’s 

Aunt” again is cavorting across the amusement boards. For 
without the change of so much as a white Jace collar or black lace 
mitts, apparently, the gay old fraud of Oxford University, 1890, is 
still convulsing the customers.

within reasonable screen memory. There was the Charlie Ruggles’ 
version at the St. Louis Theater in 1931. The younger married set 
and some selectees can recall it. There was the Syd Chaplin ver- 
sion at the Missouri in 1925. Papas and mamas can answer questions 
about that one. Of course, the Brandon Thomas farce is a lot older on 
the stage. Certain pioneers can testify to having seen it as early as 
1894 in this country and that was the year that the pride of Waukegan, 
later known as Jack Benny, later the star of the present “Charley’s 
Aunt,” was born. 

Still, how does the old girl do it? Why should “Charley’s Aunt” 
hold up when most other comedies equally antique have lost their 
appeal? It must be the incomparable incongruity of seeing a 
charming and sedate old auntie do all the things this one does. 
It’s not that an Oxford playboy dressed up as ‘an elderly woman is 
amusing, but the thought of how funny it would be if some damsel 
of 60 summers really DID behave that way. 

Imagine seeing your grandmother scooping up spilled liquor off 
a table with her hand and drinking it. Imagine your great-aunt, the 
one who does needlepoint and adores Nelson Eddy, hurdling hedges 
in a garden, making football leaps across the room or, interrupted at 
her shaving, hiding the lathered side of her face behind a fan. Can 
you see the president of your missionary society with a rose between 
her teeth, waving “Yoo! Hoo!” at a garden gate or booting a young 
man.she doesn't like into a lily pond? 

All these things happen in “Charley’s Aunt,” which, after its first 
half hour, is about as hilarious a comedy as the season has offered. 
For the benefit of his college chums, Lord Fancourt Jack Benny 
Babberly, pretends he is the wealthy Donna Lucia from Brazil, gives 
two elderly admirers coy glances and sweet encouragement and 
eventually is unmasked. Or rather, unwigged. The pay-off, the 
denouement as they used to call it, is screamingly funny. 

Comparisons between Benny’s interpretation of the role and the 
work of Ruggles and Chaplin are quite unnecessary and perhaps im- 
possible. One thing can be said and that is that Benny is better- 
looking with curls at his ears than either of his two predecessors. 
And he gets away with the British college boy stuff pretty well, too. 
His “rahther,” “shahn’t,” “hahf-pahsst” and “ahfternoon” don’t jibe, 
or is it jive, with his radio personality but the accent isn’t bad. 

. Aside from that, the wireless comedian is fully equal to all 
gymnastic and comic tasks and quite able to carry the show by him- 
self. In fact, it may be observed that his indispensable foil on 
s0 many previous occasions, the ebony Rochester, is missing and 
not missed.

NBC and. ASCAP 
Reach Agreement 


To End Music War 


HILE the NBC and the Amer- 
Wiican Society of Composers, 

Authors and Publishers, com- 
monly known as ASCAP, have 
reached an agreement to end the 
differences over payments which 
have kept music controlled by 
ASCAP off the Red, Blue and CBS 
networks and afiliated — stations 
since Jan. 1, last, settlement of 
the controversy depends on how 
the stations vote. The board of 
directors of ASCAP have an- 
nounced the reaching of an agree- 
ment with NBC, contingent on af- 
filiated stations’ approval. 


Under the contract agreed upon, 
NBC would pay 2% per cent of the 
receipts from sale of network 
time for the use of ASCAP mu- 
sic and affiliated stations would 
pay 2% per cent of their receipts 
for the use of ASCAP music on 
local programs. 


The Mutual network and ASCAP 


reached an agreement and put it 
into effect some weeks ago.

Sliding Down a Glacier, an Exciting Summer Sport 


LIDING down a snow-covered glacier in June in the United 
States is certainly. one of the rarer summer sports. It's one 
enjoyed every year, as it was this June 28, by 150 to 200

Letty Grove Now Among 
the All-Time Great 


ANK, lean, leathery Lefty Grove recorded his place 
among .the all-time great of baseball in good 
solid figures the other day. He pitched his 300th 

major league victory, something which only five 
other modern (since 1900) pitchers have been able 
to do. 

Lefty had a hard time making it during the last 
two seasons. He's 41 years old, and there aren't 
many games left in his arm. His blazing fast ball, 
most terrific since Walter Johnson's, had lost its _ 
He’s had to rely more on craft and control. He had 
only'an indifferent 7-6 won and lost record last year, 
which left him seven more victories to go to reach 300. 
He got six of them (while losing four) this summer, 
but on his last two tries for the 300th, he and his team, 
the Boston Red Sox, lost heart-breaking, well-pitched 
games. On July 25, he went out against the second- 
place Cleveland Indians. Although he gave 12 hits, 
and had to be helped of the bat of Jimmy Foxx, his 
old fellow-star on the Athletics, he showed control 
and courage, and won 104. Jubilant, he told fellow 
sis in the clubhouse afterwards: “Quit now? 

ey'll have to cut the uniform off me first.” 

Connie Mack thinks Robert Moses Grove is the 
best left-hander who ever pitched, not excluding 
Waddell, Plank and Hubbell. He led the American 
League in earned runs allowed per game, the real 
measure of a hurler’s efficiency, for nine seasons out 
of the 16 he has completed so far. In 1931, he won 
31 and lost only four games (the only time a pitcher 
has won more than 30 games in the American Leaque

in the past 20 years), equalled the league record for 
consecutive victories with 16, and had the remarkably 
low earned-run allowed percentage of 2.06 a game. 
His major league won and lost percentage, .671 (won 
300, lost 138) is the highest of those pitchers to win 
more than 300 games. His major league earned run 
average for 16 seasons is 3.05, including the very bad 
season of 1934, when he developed a sore arm after 
having been bought by the Boston Red Sox from the 
Philadelphia Athietics, and was jeered at as the 
"$125,000 lemon.” : 
A boy from the Blue Ridge Maryland country, 
Grove left a glass factory to play in the Blue Ridge 
League in 1919. He walked 16 men his first game, 
but struck out 23 the next day. The Baltimore Orioles 
grabbed him, and in five years he won 108 games 
for them against competition just next to major league 
caliber. He wasn’t sold to Connie Mack and the 
Athletics until he was 25 (the price was a record then, 
$100,600), so he got a late start in the majors. He 
was one of the stars who helped Mack win three 
consecutive pennants, in 1929, 1930 and 1931. 
Grove'’s personality has never been too charming, 
but has improved considerably in the past five years 
as he has grown older. He used to be surly, brusque, 
a "sorehead.” When the Browns broke his great 
16-game winning streak here in 1931 with a 1-0 victory, 
Grove stormed into the clubhouse, tore up his uniform, 
and upbraided his teammates. He runs two bowling 
alleys in Maryland in the winter, proudly displays 
tiephies of his victories, and hunts and: collects guns.
